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NAZI’S CASE ENDS; 
DE CISION PU T OFF 

Naumann Is Sant Back to Jail 
While 2 Appeals Are Heard In 
Habeas Corpus Action

BONK, Germany, Feb. 21 — Dr. 
Werner Naumann, leader of the 
band of Nazis. accused of plotting 
the overthrow* of German democ- 
racy, is back In .Werl prison t> 
night and the three-day legal fight 
to win his release under a habeas 
corpus petition Is over. 

The case for the petitioner and 
for the British High Commission- 
er's office, whose police arrested 
Naumann on Jan, 14, ended \n 
Bielefeld today, but- Sir Norman 
Edgley, the Judge, has postponed 
a decision until the British court 
of appeals in West Germany has 
heard two appeals made by counsel 
for the High Commissioner's office 
and counsel for Naumann. 

These appeals arise from an 
order given by the Judge yester- 
day permitting Naumann to talk 
to his lawyers, John Scott Hend- 
erson, a Briton, and Dr; Ernati 
Achenbach, a Right-wing lawyer) 
and politician who Is suspected of 
having close contacts with Nau- 
mann and his group, 

British authorities expect that it 
wL'l be at least a month before 
the court is ready to hear the ap- 
peal's. in the meantime Naumann 
will be out of circulation and the 
Invo.vcd and Important inveeUga- 
tlon of his group's activities and 
com actions can continue without 
Interference. 

It Is likely that by tho time the 
appeals are heard tho investiga- 
tion. will have been completed and 
a formal indictment of Naumann 
and hLs fellows Will have been pre- 
sented by the High Conunlss loner's 
Office. German newspapers are al- 
ready beginning to clamor for fur- 
ther details of why tho seven 
Nazis are being held. 

Maurice E. Bathurst, legal ad- 
viser to the High Co mm ta loner' s 
Office, In his summation of the le- 
gality of Naum arm's arrest and 
detention, described the extensive 
power held- by Sir Ivona Kirk- 
patrick, the High Commissioner, 
under reserve clauses of the occu- 
pation statute. 

The High Commissioner, he as- 
serted, has power to amend or sus- 
pend his own laws if he wished and 
Is both the legislative and execu- 
tive power In the British zone of 
occupation as far as his reserve 
powers were concerned. 

Judge Edgley agreed, adding 
that Sir Ivonc was not responsible 
in this npherc to anyone or to any 
court in Germany but only to the ■ 
government that appointed him.

West Germans Held Include 
High Hitlerites— Sought 
i Power Through Party Ties

■ BONN. Germany, Jam 15 — The 
first known serious plot for the 
restoration of Nazi power in Ger- 
many has been broken by the 
British who have arrested .seven 
once prominent members of .Hit- 
ler's National Socialist party. 

The seven, headed by the ring- 
leader, Dr._ Werner Naumann, ’a 
former State .Secretary* of £)r. Jo- 
seph Goebbels Propaganda Min- 
istry, were taken politely, alruoat 
casually by unarmed Public Safety 
officers of the British High Com- 
mission last night and today. 

The prisoners were being inter- 
rogated tonight by specially 
briefed teams and it Is expected, 
according to the British, that 
"now that we have lifted the stone 
we will find out a good deal more 
from the creatures underneath." 

The Federal * Government's Im- 
mediate reaction has ■ been sur- 
prise, chagrin and a lukewarm at- 
tempt to associate itself with the 
British, action. 

The second party In the Govern- 
ment coalition. Vice Chancellor 
Franz Bluecner's Free Democrats, 
has been hotly embarrassed by the 
relationships that existed between 
some of the arrested men and 
members of the party and its 
spokesmen have been busy all day 
disowning any but the most tenu-
